ARE BEFORE BOTH

Sweeping Control Bill Intro- 
duced in Lower Branch by 
Lever.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The first ad- 
ministration food bill, providing for 
stimulation of production of foodstuffs, 
was made the unfinished business in the 
Senate today.

FIRST OF NEW WHEAT 
BEING CUT IN TEXAS 


State Expected to Yield 15,000,000 
Bushels, Increase of Ten 
Per Cent. 

CHICAGO, May 23.—In Texas, near 
Fort Worth, yesterday, an American 
reaper and binder began to hum the 
first notes of the world’s greatest agri- 
cultural symphony—the harvest of the 
wheat crop. The first work.of the sea- 
son in Texas began on a tract of 100 
acres, which is expected to yield from 
six to eight buhsels to the acre. The 
small yield is due to the winter drouth. 

From now on the work will go on un- 
til about the 1st of September the 
last North American sheaf has been cut 
in the far Hudson Bay country. 

The word from Texas was taken 4s 
a g0od omen, for it showed that the 
harvest had been started three days 
‘earlier than normal. 

Bernard Snow, the crop statistician, 
said that Texas was expected to yield 
15,000,000 bushels, or 10 per cent more 
than lagt year.

THIN WALL SHELLS 
CAUSED ACCIDENTS 
ON ARMED LINERS 


Chief of Ordnance Bureau So 
Reports on Recent 6-Inch- 
Gun Mishaps. 


MADE PRIOR’ TO 1900 


Old Ammunition Has Been Dis- 
carded by Merchant Ships 
and Navy. 


WASHINGTON, May 23—A report of 
Rear Admiral Earle, chief of the Bu- 


reau of Ordnance, on premature ex- 


plosions of shells on the armed Amert- 


can liners St. Louis, St. Paul and Mon- 
golia, made public by Secretary Daniels, 
shows the bureau has reached the con- 
clusion that six-inch shells made prior 
to 1900 are not to be trusted and that 
all such ordnance has been withdrawn 
from both naval and merchant ships. 
The report does not take up the acci- 
dent on the Mongolia which resulted in 
the death of two Red Cross nurses en 
route to Europe, the investigating board 
in that case not having completed its 
work. Preliminary statements have at- 


tributed this tragedy to the ‘unprece- 
dented action of a powder retainer cap, / 
which struck the water in a necullar 
manner and was deflected back aboard 
the vessel at a point nearly 200 feet from 
the gun. 

New Guns on Liners. 

“The first American liner to be armed 
was the Manchuria, on March 10, 1917,” 
said Admiral Earle’s report. ‘‘The arm- 
ing of other large liners followed im- 
mediately. The guns used were of the 
best type known at the present date 
and were nearly all absolutely new, 
having fired only the rounds neceségary 
to test them for strength. 

“The ammunition for these guns was 
assembled according to standard meth- 
ods in December, 1916. The usual! thor- 
ough tests of all this ammunition were 
made at the naval proving ground and 
all tests resulted in perfect perform. 
ances. : 

“The armed tiner St. Louis, on her 
first trip to Liverpool, where she ar- | 
rivéd about Marth 16, ‘ii, ‘fired rf 
service shells at an iceberg for i 
get. This firing wab held in a 
ance with the instructiéns of thé* 
reau,' in order to test the mounts, guns, 
ammunition and to train the gun crew?. 
Several shells burst prematurely, some 
inside the bore of the guns: others 6é- 
fore striking the targets. The damage 
to the bore of the guns caused thereby 
was sufficient to necessitate their being 
relined. 

“I'pon her return to New York the 
guns and shells were immediately. fe- 
moved and new guns, with a new Blip- 
ply of shells issued to the ship. Later 
on, other shells exploded prematurely, 
as well ag one of the same caliber qn 
both the Mongolia and the St. Payl. In 
none of these cases was the gun dam- 
aged beyond remedy by — which 
relining has heen done. 

New Shells Satisfactery. 

‘The development of modern ordnance 
has been extremely rapid, and the com- 
parative freedom of our’ navy , from 
serious aceidents in connection there- 
with has been a source of satisfaction 
to the service, but mishaps with ord- 
nance material cannot be absolutely pre- 
vented. 

“It is necessary, In all work on ex- 
plosives to draw deductions from the 
actual tests made at the proving ground. 
However, it must be borne in mind that 
material used as an explosive is de- 
signed to spend all of its force in an 
instant space of time, and cannot be 
relied upon with absolute certainty to 
give the same result in all cases. 

‘The conclusion reached is that all six- 
inch shells and fuses manufactured 
since 1900 are satisfactory and that the 
premature bursts, so unfortungtely oc- 
curring on our: armed liners, may he 
attributed to shells made prior to 1900, 
and made possibly with slightly thinner 
walis than the latest type of shells, 

“On return of the St. Louls from her 
first trip, about April 9, 1917, all such 
shells were removed and no sueh shells 
are afloat now on armed liners. This 
procedure also was adopted at once in 
the case of all six-in¢dh ammunitien for 
vessels of the navy.”’

Volunteers in Army Can Win Rapid 


Promotion, Says Recruiting Officer 


By MAJ. GEORGE W. GOODE, U. $. “Siig 
Recruiting Officer for the St. Louis District. 


ECAUSE of numerous and persistent inquiries, coming mai aly from 
persons who were disappointed, or whose friends were disappointed, 


by failure to get into one of the military training camps, as to what 
was the best course to pursue an giving the Government their services, 
[ take this means of publishing u~few words which may reach those 
in this district who are interested in this subject. 


In the first place the apparent 
dread of being selected for conscrip- 
tion is not warranted and must be 
based tipon a wrong conception. 
When the Government selects a man 
in this way for service in the army it 
is merely applying the same princt- 
ple as in the case of the levy of 
taxes. The Government elects when 
and who and how to call for this 
service, and the individual has noth- 
ing to say. The fact of his being 
drafted is NOT a reflection upon his 
patriotism or his honor, provided he 
willingly accepts ti.e draft. If h- 
atternpts to evade it he brands him- 
self, however, as a poor sample of 
citizen, to say the least. 

On the other hand, the way is still 
open for voluntary enlistment be- 
tween the ages from 18 to 40; and 
will remain open after conscription 
becomes a fact, The regular army 
still requires aboypt 250,000 men. 

There never has been in its history 
such prospect of rapid promotion. 
Any young man from 18 to 27 years 
of age, fairly good education and 
strong character, can secure a com- 
mission in one year, after having ac- 
quired a military training, which will 
be invaluable to him. Between the 
ages of 19 and 22 (inclusive) he can 
be selected by the President for ap- 
pointment to the West Point Mili- 
tary Academy. 

So the matter stands. You can en- 
ter the service of your country either 
voluntarily or await the call of the 
Government agent when your time 
comes for selection. In one or the 
other way you MUST join if you be- 
long to the proper class. 

My advice, therefore, is, enlist in 
the regular army AT ONCE. Don't 


think, and don't let your friends per- 
suade you, that you are too good to 


go into the ranks, because you are 
NOT. If you went into the railroad 
business you would not expect to 
start in as a division superintendent. 

You will find young men in the 
ranks who are your equal in every 
respect. One president of a normal 
school in this district who, by the 
way, ought to be removed because of 
his ignorance, has instructed his 
young.men that to go into the ranks 
of the regular army would stigmatize 
them. 

In correspondence with the prin- 
cipal schools and colleges in my dis- 


trict I recelved the impression that 
they all hoped their students would 
become commissioned officers by 


some very swift and easy route. 
There is, I fear, a rude awakening 
for a large proportion of this class 
of young men. 

If a young man has the proper 
styff from which an officer can be 
made he can show it by develop- 
ment in his year’s training in, the 
army. If he fails he can at least 
feel that he has made his best effort, 
and has the proud consciousness of 
having taken his chance like a real 
man and given genuine service to his 
Government at the time it was 
needed. — | 

Enlist, young men; if you think you 
are too good to go into the ranks, 
it is the sign you are not good 
enough, but enlist and we'll develop 
the best there is in you. The Gov- 
ernment undertakes to give you the 
‘opportunity to show what you are 
made of. Can you ask for more? 

It seems to be certain that those 
men who passed examinations for 
the training camps and who were 
not called will be given preference 
in organizing a second series of 
camps in August. 


ITALIAN WAR MISSION 


Begin as Soon as Party Is 
Received by President. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—The Italian 


official mission arrived here today at 


noon, headed by the Prince of Udine. 

Received by high American Govern- 
ment officials and escorted by troops of 
cavalry, the visitors were taken to the 
house of Joesph Leiter, which will be 
their home while they remain in Wash- 
ington.

delayed in its passage through the 
House severa] t’mes, but was finally 
passed by the Senate March 13. In 
the meantime the rural legislator 
had made several trips to St. Louis. 

The bill was not signed immediately 
by the Governor and on March 27 the 
legislator whose name has been most 
frequently mentioned in connection with 
the hill made a trip to Jefferson City, 
the Legislature having been adjourned 
a week. On the day he was in the capi- 
tal the bill was signed by the Governor. 
The Governor later said he had no recol- 
lection of any person seeing him in re- 
gard to the bill. 

The legislator returned to St. Louis the 
following day, and, according to state- 
ments of several persons, made this 
boast In an Eighteenth street barroom: 

“We got the Governor to sign the bill. 
He wanted to hold off until after the 
St. Louis spring election, but we had to 
have that bill signed. These — ~—— 
-——- here wouldn't come across with any 
more money until the bill was signed. 
Now we can get the rest that’s coming 
to us.”’ 

Within a few days after the re- 
turn of the Legislator from Jeffer- 
son City policemen began the col- 
lection of an additional assessment 
of $8 from each patrolman to complete 
payment of the “debt of honor” for 
services rendered in the passage of 
the salary bill. A publication that 
the money was being collected caused 
an investigation by President Mansur 
of the Board of Police Commissioners 
and the collection was stopped. 

As a result of this investigation 
Sergt. Stephen Collins and Patro)- 
man Ray Cummins, William McCor- 
mack, John Sanders, John McCaffrey 
and Charles Dumont were suspended 
and are awaiting trial before the 
board on a charge of disobedience of 
orders in attempting to collect the $8 
assessment. 

The Board of Police Commissioners, 
at the request of Circuit Attorney Mc- 
Danie!, has postponed indefinitely the 
trials of the six suspended policemen, 
which were set for today. The board 
announced that the cases would not be 
heard until the grand jury completes 
its investigation. 

Sergt. Collins filea with the board a 
written denial of the charges against 
him, which are that he made a false 
report in denying knowledge of the col- 
lection, that he was guilty of neglect 
of duty in failing to prevent the collec- 
tion, and that he disobeyed orders in 
permitting the collection. 


The Sergeant contends that his report 
was true, that he had no opportunity to 
prevent the collection and that as he 
knew nothing about it he could not be 
guilty of disobedience of orders in per- 
mitting ft. 

Attorneys for all the suspended police- 
men, except Patrolman Cummins, who 
was secretary of the Police Relief As- 
sociation, stated at the Police Board 
meeting that their clients were not only 
ready for immediate trial, but were 
ready to go before the grand jury and 
give any testimony they had.

GERARD INVITED 10 
REVIEW PARADE ON 
REGISTRATION DAY 


Former Ambassador, Who 
Promised to Be Here in June 
Would Be Chief Speaker. 


James W. Gerard, lately American Am.- 
bassador to Germany, has been invited 
to take part in the elaborate patriotic 
observance of Registration Day, Tues- 
day, June 5, which is being planned here. 
It is hoped that he will review the par- 
ade in the afternoon, and will make the 
principal address at a mass meeting in 


Forest Park. 

Gerard has accepted an invitation to 
speak here at some time in June, but has 
named no day. George M. Brown, pres- 
ident of the local branch of the Nationai 
Security League, today telegraphed to 
him, saking him to be here on Regis- 
tration Day. Gerard, in several public 
addresses since his return, has declared 
that Germany intended to attack the 
United States after gaining its aims in 
Europe. 

Representatives of business, civic and 
labor organizations have been invited to 
attend a smoker at the St. Louis Club 
tomorrow night, to discuss plans for the 
parade. The decision to have a parade 
was reached at the meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Security 
League yesterday. 

Registered Men in Line. 

A place of honor in the parade, it was 
announced, will be given to the mer 
who, before the hour of starting. have 
registered in their precincts for possible 
selection as members of the new army, 
under the conscription act. 

The mothers of soldiers or sailors will 
also be featured in the parade, it being 
announced that an automobile sectiwn 
will be devoted to mothers who have 
two or more sons in the service. 

The First and Fifth Regiments, Bat- 
tery A, Troop B, the Jefferson Barracks 
Band, and probably the Second Reserva 
Engineers Regiment, which will prob- 
ably be in camp at the waterworks by 
that time, are included in the parade 
plans. 

The different organizations invited to 
take part in the parade will also be re- 
quested to furnish bands.’ Brigadier- 
General E. J. Spencer is to be grand 
marshal of the parade John B. Denvir 
Jr. is chairman of the Security Leagtte's 
1ommittee in charge of the demonstra- 
tion. The plans in general will foilow 
those of the preparedness parade of a 
year ago, but it is hoped to make the 
coming demonstration bigger than that 
one was. 

The convention of the Associated 4.d- 
vertising Clubs of the World will be tn 
session at that time, and the advertis- 
ing men's parade has been scheduled four 
Monday night, June 4. It is planned to 
adjourn Tuesday's seasions of the con- 
vention, so that the delegates may take 
part in the patriotic demonstration. 

The opening of the ‘“Aida’’ perform- 
ances in the new Forest Park open-air 
theater has been set for the evening of 
Registration Day. It has not been an- 
nounced whether any change will be 
made in this plan. The use of the 
theater for a mass meeting, late in the 
afternoon, has been considered in the 
plans. 

Whisties to Mark Opening. 

Ringing of bells and blowing of 
whistles throughout the city will mark 
the opening of the registration places 
at 7 o'clock on the morning of Regiatra- 
tion Day. The Council of National De- 
fense, in an announcement made by Di- 
rector Gifford, has asked that the open- 
ing of the enroliment work be sicnalized 
in this manner.

MORE REGISTRARS NEEDED 


Election Judges and Clerks Ask- 
ed to Volunteer for Work 
June 5. 


The 84 St. Louisans named by acting 


Mayor Aloe as members of the 38 ward 
boards, to determine who shall serve in 
the army under the selective conscrip- 
tion law, following the registration of 
June 5, will meet in the Mayor's office 
tonight to receive their instructions. 
They are legally required to serve, Aloe 
holds, under an opinion from the City 
Counselor's office, and he has not 
awaited acceptance from them, but has 
assumed that they will be on hand. 

The acting Mayor said today that, be- 
fore naming the ward boards, he sub- 
mitted a list of names to an official of 
the United States Secret Service. The 
names were then compared with a list 
of names card-indexed in the Secret 
Service office, showing complaints of 
disloyal or questionable acts or -utter- 
ances. A number of the names on the 
tentative list submitted by Aloe were 
found to be on the Secret Service list, 
and such names were stricken out. 

Aloe would not give the names of any 
of those who were eliminated, but he 
said there were a half-dozen such in- 
stances in the Thirteenth Ward, in the 
southwest part of the city. The men, 
he said, were of German birth or an 
cestry, and some of them were well 
known. 

Disregards Requests. 

He was alsc obliged, he said, to dis- 
regard a number of requests to appoint 
men on the basis of friendship or ac 
quaintance, or because of their desire 
for the prominence which membership 
on a ward board might give them. Ile 
rejected a number of names with no 
suspicion as to the men's loyalty, but 
because it seemed possibie to get men 
better suited for the task. 

As required in the Government's in- 
structions a physician was named as one 
of the three members of each ward 
board. Aloe desired also to have a law- 
yer on each board, but was not able to 
carry out this idea in all the wards. 

The ward boards, it was announced, 
will have supervision of the work of the 


board in its own ward. 
by about 1000 registrars, the greater part 
of whom have volunteered, Aloe be- 
lieves he will have the power, under the 
law, to draft men to serve as registrars 
in cases where there are not enough 
volunteers. 
Call for Volunteers, 

Chairman Wilfley of the Election 
Board has sent out letters asking all 
judges and clerks served at the 
last election to volunteer as registrars. 

Acting Mayor Aloe has prepared an 
abstract of the regulations governing 
the registration of persons who are ab- 
sent from the city June 5. Copies of the 
abstract may be obtained from M. E. 
jreen, executive assistant, at the 
Mayor's office in the city hall 

The lista obtained on Registration da), 
of men within the age limits, 21 to W 
years inclusive, will be submitted to the 
waid boards. They will then, beginning 
on a day to be announced later, hear 
claims for exemption, and will set apart 
those who may be needed in industria! 
or other nonmilitary service more than 
in the army. From the remaining eligi 
bles, they will select, by iot, those who 
shall compose the first draft. It 
been estimated that about 4200 from St 
Louis, or an average of 130 from each 
ward, will be chosen.

Tijd’s German Correspondent 
Says Charles Would Open Dar- 
danelles and Make a Loan. 


“HINDENBERG _ PEACE” 
German Plan Proposes Retention 
of French Iron District and 
Belgian Coast. 


AMSTERDAM, May 23.—It is the Aus- 
trian Emperor’s idea to offer very gen- 
erous peace conditions to Russia, ac- 
cording to a German correspondent to 
the Tijd. These will include the integ- 
ral re-establishment of Poland, free 
passage through the Dardanelles and 
even a loan to Russia. 

The, proposals were discussed at the 
recent meeting between Count Czernin, 
Austro-Hungarian Foreign Minister, 
and Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, Im- 
perial German Chancellor, at headquar- 
ters. 

A “Hindenburg peace’’ movement de- | 
manding that Germany retain ‘‘the 
Brey and Longwy iron districts, Ant- 
werp, the Belgian coast and the Bel- 
gian coal mines,’ {s afoot in Germany. 

The Cologne Catholic organ, Volks- 
zeitung, features the plan, urging signa- 
tures to such a recommendation to the 
Government. 

The newspaper declares Germans are 
opposed ‘‘to wars of conquest and poll- 
cies of annexation.’ 


Turkey Sends a Powerful Legation to 
Stockholm. 

COPENHAGEN, May 23.—Maneuvers 
by the young Turk party in Stock- 
holm seem to call for attention in 
connection with the peace movement, 
as appointments by which the Tur- 
kish’ legation there has been recon- 
stituted give it importance beyond 
that usually attained by Turkey ina 
decidedly unimportant capital.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


Following out the suggestion of the letter pub- 
lished in your issue of Tuesday headed, “Employ 
Courtesy to Get Recruits,’ permit me to suggest 
that the men in charge of the several recruiting 
stations for the different branches of service 
ought to have studied psychology before making 
their appeal for recruits. Navy men go through 
the streets of the city on the U. 8S. 8. Wilson de- 
livering addresses in which they call the citizens 
“slackers” for not enlisting. The psychologic ef- 
fect is wrong. You cannot tell a man to his face
